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1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To 
ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue 
fee. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-18, 41 & 64- 
140 to methods, kits, products non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claimsl-18, 41 & 64-140 been 
cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 112, first 
paragraph rejections have been overcome by applicants' discussion and citation of references to provide 
definitions and/or explanations for terms as discussed in section 2 of the 5/20/2005 rejection. Applicant's 
amendments have also overcome the second paragraph rejections due to their amendments, especially 
providing the requirement in sections iv) of independent claims 19 & 42, which require the non-lipid 
areas to be beneath the transparent areas of the UV opaque mask, the supplying a clear and positively 
claimed meaning for the limitation which requires the "one or more non-lipid areas which spatially 
correspond to the one or more UV transparent areas of the UV mask". 

These are amendments, particularly limitation of what spatially corresponds removes the 
102 & 103 rejections over Morigaki et al. "Patterning solid-supported Lipid Bilayer Membranes by 
Lithographic Polymerization of Diacetylene Lipid" (2001), since Morigaki et al.'s process produces 
positive patterning with respect to the UV radiation, while the present process claims now require the 
removal to create negative patterning, thus distinguishing the processes. The secondary references 
previously combined with Morigaki do not appear to provide any reason to substitute negative UV 
patterning for the positive patterning. 
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A reference to Sansianena et al. (2005/0244487 Al) is not prior art in his two overlapping 
inventors, but well relating to photochemically patterning lipid bilayers with UV does not have the 
specific masking requirements and negative patterning as required in present claims, while having other 
features not required.
